In  Boscawen  there  are  approximately  1,800  i>eople — po- 
tential patrons  of  the  Boscawen  Public  Library. 

In  the  words  of   the   American   Library  Association   the 
responsibility  of  the  library  may  be  summed  up : 
TO  HELP  PEOPLE 
to  obtain  an  education 
to  contribute  to  man's  knowledge 
to  use  leisure  time  enjoyably 
to  be  better  workers  and  citizens 

In  the  year  1956,  328  volumes  were  added  to  the  book  col- 
lection. Of  this  number  133  were  purchased  for  children, 
and  the  remaining  195  were  for  adult  readers.  Our  book 
collection  was  supplemented  through  regular  visits  of  the 
Bookmobile,  Extension  Division.  New  Haanpshire  State 
Library. 

We  are  fortunate  to  be  adjacent  to  the  City  of  Concord, 
with  its  high  standards  of  library  service. 

It  is  not  too  soon  for  us  to  think  in  terms  of  enlarged  li- 
brary service  for  the  members  of  our  own  community,  as 
the  consolidated  school,  fire  department,  civil  defense,  and 
all  phases  of  local  government  work  for  the  best  on  an  inter- 
community basis,  so  must  we.  Individuals  cooperating  to 
obtain  the  best  for  the  local  community  and  neighboring 
communities. 

Through  the  year  the  Library  Trustees  have  held  regular 
meetings.  Mrs.  Ethel  Colby  and  Mrs.  Mattie  Reardon  at- 
tended the  Governor's  Council  for  Library  Trustees  in  Con- 
cord. Compton's  Encyclopedia  was  purchased  for  the  Ref- 
erence Section  of  the  Plain's  Librar}-.  A  new  furnace  has 
been  installed  in  the  library,  and  routine  repairs  made.

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  town  of  Bos- 
cawen,  Nezv  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  district 
affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
district  on  the  30th  day  of  March  1957.  at  1 :30  o'clock  in 
afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  rejx)rts  of  Agents.  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents.  Auditors  and  Committees  in  re- 
lation to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund 
together  with  other  income ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to 
the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue 
and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  he  raised  by  taxes 
bv  the  town. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $160,000.00  for  a  new  elementary 
school  on  the  so-called  Dormitory  Lot,  including  the  neces- 
sary equipment  and  furnishings  to  complete  this  construc- 
tion and  demolition  of  the  present  building,  and  to  further 
authorize  the  school  board  to  issue  serial  notes  or  bonds  on 
the  credit  of  the  district,  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act  RSA  Chapter  33,  and  any  amendments  relat- 
ting  thereto,  for  all  or  any  part  of  the  sum  so  appropriated.

tion of  the  new  elementary  school. 

12.  If  Article  9  is  adopted  to  see  if  the  district  will  vote 
to  appoint  a  school  building  committee  to  advise  with  the 
school  board  in  supervising  the  construction  of  said  build- 
ing, provided  that  the  plans  and  specifications  will  be  finallv 
approved  by  the  school  board  acting  alone  as  required  by  law 
and  to  further  authorize  the  school  board  to  execute  any 
and  all  contracts  and  agreements  necessary  in  connection  with 
the  construction  and  equipping  of  said  building. 

13.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  rescind  the  action 
taken  on  Article  13  of  the  1955  warrant  whereby  the  High 
Street  School  was  authorized  to  be  sold  at  public  auction 
and  authorize  the  school  board  to  dispose  of  this  property 
by  private  sale.

Re :  Water  Street  Schoolhouse  and  Lot 

Gentlemen : 

At  your  request,  we  are  writing  this  report  for  inclusion  in 
your  next  annual  school  report  to  the  people  of  the  Bos- 
cawen School  District,  so  they  may  know  the  results  of  the 
litigation  in  Superior  Court  concerning  the  Water  Street 
schoolhouse  and  lot. 

The  lot  itself  was  deeded  to  the  School  District  in  1893 
by  Judith  Coffin  as  a  site  for  a  schoolhouse,  which  was  built 
on  the  lot  a  short  time  afterwards.  The  Coffin  deed  pro- 
vided, in  substance,  that  if  the  property  ever  ceased  to  be 
used  or  needed  for  a  schoolhouse  or  for  educational  pur- 
poses, it  would  revert  to  the  Coffin  family,  their  heirs  audi 
assigns. 

About  three  years  ago  the  Boscawen  School  District 
voted  to  close  the  Water  Street  School,  and  in  1955  the  Dis- 
trict voted  to  sell  the  building.  At  that  time  I  advised  the 
District  that  it  would  have  difficulty  disposing  of  the  build- 
ing at  public  auction,  because  the  Dstrict  could  not  give  a 
clear  title  to  the  building  without  Court  clearance ;  in  fact, 
the  owners  of  the  reversionary  interest  in  the  lot  were  then 
claiming  that  the  building  had  become  affixed  to  the  lot  and 
had  reverted  to  them  when  the  school  was  closed. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  when  the  School  District  voted  to 
close  the  Water  Street  School  and  sell  the  building,  it 
caused  the  reverter  or  forfeiture  clause  in  the  Coffin  deed  of 
1893  to  go  into  immediate  effect.     On  searching  the  title,  we 
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found  that  the  Coffins'  reversionary  interest  had  passed  by 
successive  deeds  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lawrence 
Silver  of  Boscawen,  who  were  claiming  not  only  the  lot  but 
also  the  building  on  the  lot.  On  April  13,  1956,  the  Sil- 
vers sued  the  School  District  to  establish  their  ownership  of 
the  building  and  lot.  We  were  employed  to  defend  the 
School  District,  and  the  case  was  scheduled  for  trial  in  Mer- 
rimack County  Superior  Court  on  December  20,  1956. 

Our  investigation  into  the  law  and  facts  indicated  that 
the  Superior  Court  would  certainly  rule  that  the  lot  had 
reverted  to  the  Silvers  and  might  possibly  rule  that  the 
building  also  passed  with  the  lot  as  a  fixture,  in  which  event 
the  School  District  would  receive  no  compensation  for  the 
building.  A  similar  case  involving  the  North  Hampton 
School  District  had  this  result.  Whether  the  building  re- 
verted with  the  lot  depended  on  how  solidly  the  Court  found 
the  building  was  built  on  the  land.  At  the  very  best  the 
School  District  might  wind  up  owning  a  building  on  some 
one  else's  land,  whch  it  would  have  to  remove  immediately. 

Our  recommendation  to  the  School  Board  was  that  they 
allow  the  Silvers  to  acquire  title  to  the  lot  and  building  in 
the  Superior  Court  action  upon  payment  of  a  suitable  price 
for  the  building.  In  this  way,  we  eliminated  the  risk  of 
getting  nothing,  in  the  event  the  case  was  contested  and  the 
Court  should  rule  that  the  building  was  part  of  the  land. 
After  negotiation,  the  Silvers  offered  to  pay  $400,  and  this 
price  was  accepted  by  you  on  our  recommendation,  as  being 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  School  District. 

In  the  emergency,  you  had  to  make  a  quick  decision  with- 
out consulting  the  voters,  since  the  Superior  Court  would 
not  adjourn  the  case  to  permit  the  voters  to  be  called  in  tO' 
a  special  meeting.  This  decision  was  clearly  within  your 
authority,  under  the  circumstances,  and  was  the  wisest 
course  to  take. 
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If  the  case  had  been  fought  through  a  trial  and  lost,  the 
District  would  have  received  nothing.  If  the  case  had  been 
fought  out  and  won,  the  District  would,  at  the  best,  have 
owned  a  building  on  some  one  else's  land,  which  it  would 
have  to  remove  at  once.  A  relinquishment  of  the  building 
to  the  Silvers  at  a  fair  price,  without  the  risks  and  expense 
of  a  court  trial,  was  obviously  the  most  expedient  plan.  The 
price  of  $400,  we  were  informed,  was  probably  about  as  much 
as  any  other  person  could  afiford  to  bid  and  at  the  same 
time  move  the  building  to  another  place.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  yearly  report  of  the  health  program 
of  the  Boscawen  Schools. 

The  registration  and  enrollment  of  children  for  the  fall 
term  of  school  took  place  in  May  at  the  Main  Street  School. 
Mrs.  Olsen  and  the  School  Nurse  greeted  the  parents  and 
children  and  recorded  birth  certificates  and  health  histories 
as  presented,  the  majority  of  which  showed  full  prepared- 
ness for  the  opening  of  school  in  September.  The  impor- 
tance of  the  attendance  of  the  children  at  the  Polio  clinic  in 
June  was  emphasized,  and  at  this  time,  permission  cards 
were  issued  to  the  parents.  As  a  result  of  this,  145  chil- 
dren received  immunization  against  Polio.  This  was  a 
much  larger  group  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  annual  examination  by  the  local  physicians  in  Octo- 
ber were  given  to  245  pupils.  All  defects  were  reported  to 
parents  for  corrections.  This  was  followed  throughout 
October  and  November  by  weighing  and  measuring,  vision 
testing,  etc.,  by  the  nurse  and  results  are  as  follows :

OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Boscaivcn  School  Board  and  Citiccns  of  Boscawoi : 

Once  more  it  is  a  pleasure  to  write  l^riefly  regarding  the 
conditions  of  your  schools. 

I  feel  that  the  answer  to  your  problem  of  schools  is  simply 
to  face  up  to  the  needs,  present  them  honestly  and  fairly  to 
the  people  and  let  them  make  the  decision  as  to  what  shall 
be  done  about  it. 

For  two  years  now,  the  question  of  a  new  school  has  been 
a  real  issue  in  the  minds  of  the  citizens  of  Boscawen.  Most 
of  them  know  that  their  buildings  are  old  and  poorly  suited 
to  the  needs  of  modern  times  from  an  educational  stand- 
point. There  is  a  serious,  crowded  condition  in  the  class- 
rooms of  the  smaller  children,  and  there  is  little  likelihood 
that  there  wall  l)e  any  relief  from  this  overcrowded  condi- 
tion for  some  years  to  come. 

The  hazard  of  fire  in  school  buildings  is  always  a  threat, 
but  it  is  much  more  a  threat  if  buildings  are  not  so  con- 
structed as  to  be  more  nearly  fire-proof,  or  if  buildings  are 
old  and  lack  fire  protection  to  a  large  degree.  The  economy 
of  maintenance  of  old  buildings  is  questionable ;  it  costs 
more  than  people  think. 

Last  year  you,  as  a  community,  took  a  step  forward  in 
purchasing  the  old  dormitory  building  and  the  land  on 
which  it  rests.  This  has  given  you  a  good  school  building 
site  for  your  new  building.  The  new  heating  plant  just  in- 
stalled in  the  Main  Street  School  has  been  purchased  with 
the  final  thought  in  mind  that  it  could  be  used  in  any  new 
construction  which  the  district  might  make. 

Boscawen  has  an  excellent  stafif  of  teachers ;  it  is  sup- 
plied with  all    necessary  textbooks,    scholars  supplies,    and 
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other  materials  needed  to  maintain  a  good  school.  It  has 
the  active  support  of  many  local  parents  and  friends  who 
are  really  interested  in  the  effort  to  maintain  good  schools 
for  the  children.     What  it  lacks  is  a  new  school  building ! 

If  the  people  of  the  community  will  give  serious  thought 
to  the  present  limitations  of  their  schools,  if  they  will  con- 
sider the  factor  of  ecenomy  in  school  support,  if  they  want 
to  give  the  utmost  consideration  to  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  their  children,  from  the  point  of  view  of  educa- 
ion,  they  will  go  to  the  school  meeting  with  the  resolution 
in  their  minds  that  any  money  spent  for  the  construction  of 
school  houses  is  money  well  invested.  The  education  of  its 
children  is  one  of  the  greatest  responsibilities  resting  uix)n 
the  people  of  a  community;  the  wisdom  it  shows  in  dis- 
charging this  responsibility  reflects  the  true  nature  of  its 
people. 

I  want  to  thank  the  teachers,  all  school  board  members, 
as  well  as  citizens  of  the  community,  for  the  support  and 
help  given  me  during  the  past  year  in  connection  with  the 
schools.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  oj  Schools : 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual 
report  to  you. 

The  work  this  past  year  has  been  carried  on  much  the 
same  as  last  year.  In  the  first  two  grades  rote  work  has 
had  first  place.  I  wish  we  had  a  little  more  room  to  carry 
on  rhythmic  activities  with  our  large  classes.  As  it  is, 
smaller  groups  have  to  take  their  turns  from  week  to  week. 

Note  reading  is  stressed  beginning  with  grade  three  and 
with  this  we  combine  our  beginnings  with  theory  and  struc- 
ture. Part  singing  is  begun  in  the  fourth  grade;  Mrs. 
Hardy  has  been  very  successful  in  carrying  on  the  work 
with  Symphonettes,  thus  introducing  the  children  to  instru- 
mental work. 

In  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  we  have  held  intra-mural 
assemblies  with  great  success.  The  teachers  and  children] 
find  it  stimulating  to  plan  a  program  and  sing  to  each  other. 
Once  a  year  we  like  to  invite  the  parents  to  a  specially  pre- 
pared program. 

In  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  I  have  not  only  tried  to 
have  tlie  children  enter  into  the  fun  of  singing  in  three 
parts,  but  wherever  possible  I  have  brought  records  for  a 
listening  program.  Not  all  of  our  children  will  choose  music 
when  they  go  to  high  school,  so  it  is  necessary  that  we  try 
to  bring  a  bit  of  better  music  to  them  than  we  hear  on  the 
average  radio  or  television  show. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  say  how  pleased  I  am  that  the  parents 
are  willing  for  their  children  to  have  outside  lessons  in 
music.  I  have  made  use  of  some  of  our  pianists  and  give 
these  young  people  practice  in  using  acquired  talents. 
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I  am  also  grateful  that  our  pianos  are  kept  in  repair. 
However,  it  would  be  a  great  addition  if  some  of  these  in- 
struments could  be  replaced  by  newer  ones,  since  some  of 
the  old  ones  do  not  hold  a  tuning  very  well,  and  some  can- 
not even  be  tuned  to  proper  pitch.

Therefore,  we  requested  the  services  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Fire  Insurance  Company  to  do  a  complete  engineering 
survey  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  reasonable  value  for 
all  school  property.  This  was  done  and  was  promptly  follow- 
ed up  by  recommendations  from  their  Special  Agent,  Mr. 
Edward  Powers. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  this  report  as  made 
to  and  accepted  by  your  School  Board :

It  was  also  pointed  out  to  us  that  there  was  no  liability 
insurance  to  protect  the  Town  in  the  event  of  suit  by  any 
injured  person.  This  coverage  was  also  secured  immediate- 
ly at  an  annual  cost  of  $82.87. 
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Naturally,  the  above  steps  represent  a  substantial  increase 
in  our  total  premium  outlay.  However,  it  is  our  sincere  be- 
lief that  we,  as  representatives  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen, 
would  be  guilty  of  practicing  the  worst  kind  of  false  econo- 
my not  to  ask  for  this  additional  expenditure.

Dear  Mrs.  Woodbury : 

On  March  28th,  1956  an  inspection  of  the  two  Boscawen 
schools  was  made  by  Mr.  Howard  Raymond,  Fire  Chief 
Lawrence  Young  and  me.  Fire  Chief  Harry  W.  Carter 
could  not  be  reached  by  my  office  for  an  appointment,  and 
the  upper  Boscawen  school  was  inspected  by  Mr.  Raymond 
and  myself. 

This  inspection  was  made  for  fire  safety  of  the  occupants 
as  to  ease  of  egress,  as  well  as  fire  prevention,  along  with 
possible  methods  in  confining  a  possible  fire  until  complete 
evacuation  can  be  made  and  the  notification  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

The  hot  lunch  rooms  in  both  schools  pose  a  serious  pro- 
blem due  to  the  fact  that  in  both  lunch  rooms  the  heating 
oil-fired  furnaces  are  in  said  rooms,  the  furnaces  being  a  po- 
tential fire  hazard  from  the  standpoint  of  safety  through 
mechanical  failure,  or  human  error,  failure  could  endanger 
not  only  the  lives  of  those  who  might  be  in  the  room  at  the 
time  of  a  breakdown  in  the  system,  but  also  to  those  through- 
out the  entire  building. 

It  is,  therefore,  strongly  recommended  that  a  complete 
fire  resistent  furnace  room  in  both  schools  be  constructed 
by  means  of  cement  floors,  brick  or  cement  block  walls  and 
wire  lathe  and  hard  plaster  ceilings,  along  with  metal  clad 
automatic  fire  doors  for  entry  into  such  furnace  rooms. 

Serious  thought  should  be  given  at  this  time  as  to  sep- 
arate furnace  rooms  located  outside  of  the  building. 
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In  both  schools  the  inspection  brought  forth  the  need  for 
smoke  doors  to  be  located  on  the  first  floors  due  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  class  rooms  on  both  floors  being  cut  off  by  smoke 
and  heat  long  enough  to  prevent  complete  ease  of  evacuation 
and  probable  panic  in  case  of  fire  or  explosion. 

The  use  of  closets  under  stairways  was  also  noted,  and  it 
is  definitely  recommended  that  all  closets  under  stairways 
be  completely  cleaned  out  and  doors  locked. 

Enclosed  you  will  find  a  copy  defining  the  use  of  fire  re- 
sistent  paint,  as  well  as  Regulations,  as  issued  under  the  Of- 
fice of  Fire  Marshal  pertaining  to  operation  of  Power  Oil 
Burners. 

In  the  case  of  fire  extinguishing  equipment,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  at  least  one  water-type  fire  extinguisher  of  not 
less  than  two-and-a-half  gallon  (2^  Gal.)  capacity  should 
be  located  on  each  floor  of  both  schools,  or  the  possibility 
of  a  fifty  foot  (50')  length  of  garden  hose,  no  less  than 
seven-sixteenths  inch  (7/16")  inside  diameter  be  located  on 
all  floors,  connected  to  a  live  water  line  with  a  garden  hose 
type  nozzle  be  had. 

The  following  are  the  outcome  of  the  inspection,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  serious  thought  be  given  to  the  following  for  an 
early  completion  of  same : 

BoscAWEN  Lower  School 

1.  Fusible  electric  cut-off  switch  be  located  in  main 
power  line,  in  accordance  with  New  Hampshire 
Power  Oil  Burner  Regulations. 

2.  Oil  leak  around  oil  burner  be  repaired. 

3.  Electric  junction  box  be  had  in  compliance  with  Na- 
tional Electrical  Code. 

4.  Furnace  room  to  be  of  fire  resistent  construction, 
and  possibly  located  outside   school   building. 

5.  A  manual  shut-off,  with  wrench  secured  to  shut-ofif, 
be  had  for  kitchen  gas  range,  as  well  as  gas  pipe  be 
secured. 

6.  Present  5  lb.  Carbon  Dioxide  Fire  Extinguisher  be 
relocated  to  a  position  outside  of  furnace  room  wall. 
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7.  Smoke  pipe  from  furnace  to  boys'  basement  be  dis- 
connected and  removed  as  soon  as  possible. 

8.  A  Fire  Alarm  button  marked  for  "FIRE  ALARM", 
which  in  turn  would  operate  a  Klazon  type  horn, 
separate  from  any  passing  or  call  bell,  should  be 
had  on  each  floor. 

9.  Free  and  unobstructed  egress  must  be  had  to  fire 
escapes  at  all  times. 

10.  Emergency  light  should  be  installed  in  assembly 
hall,  as  well  as  emergency  light  for  stairways  to 
out-of-doors. 

11.  Panic  hardware  from  assembly  hall  to  fire  escape 
should  be  installed. 

12.  All  ventilating  doors  and  areas  should  be  closed  ofif 
permanently. 

13.  The  attic  completely  cleaned  out  of  all  unused  ma- 
terial and  doors  kept  locked  at  all  times,  with  Mr. 
Wilson  and  custodian  the  only  persons  to  have  keys. 

14.  The  entire  electrical  system  should  be  checked  over 
by  a  competent  electrician,  and  serious  thought 
should  be  given  to  the  relocation  of  a  modern  elec- 
trical entrance  and  fuse  panel,  in  accordance  with  the 
National  Electrical  Code. 

15.  Free  access  to  all  rooms  on  first  floor  by  means  of 
interconnecting  doors  should  be  had. 

16.  Closets  on  east  end,  first  floor,  to  be  completely 
cleaned  out  and  kept  in  good  order  at  all  times. 

BoscAWEN  Upper  School 

1.  Power  Oil  Burner  to  be  in  accordance  with  New 
Hampshire  Oil  Burner  Regulations. 

2.  Furnace  room  to  be  of  fire  resistent  construction, 
possibly  located  in  separate  fire  resistent  room  out- 
side school  building. 

3.  A  second  means  of  egress  from  lunch  room  should 
be  made. 

4.  All  closets  under  stairways  completely  cleaned  out 
and  closed  off. 

5.  All  electric  wiring  checked  by  a  competent  elec- 
trician, in  accordance  with  the  National  Electrical 
Code. 

6.  Fire  Alarm  buttons  marked  "FIRE  ALARM", 
which  in  turn  will  operate  a  Klazon  type  horn  on 
each  floor  separate  from  passing  or  call  bells. 
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7.  Complete  clean  up  of  storage  room  on  second  floor. 

8.  Complete  clean  up  of  attic  and  door  locked  at  all 
times. 

9.  Door  to  fire  escape  to  be  put  in  good  working  order. 
Door  could  not  be  opened  by  a  student  at  time  of 
inspection. 

10.  A  second  means  of  egress  should  be  had  for  first 
floor  class  room. 

11.  A  smoke  screen  on  the  first  floor  separating  the 
hallway  from  the  cellar  doors  should  be  installed. 

12.  A  5  lb.  Carbon  Dioxide  Fire  Extinguisher  to  be  had 
for  lunch  room,  as  well  as  a  2^  gallon  water-type 
Fire  Extinguisher   for  the   first  and   second   floors. 

It  is  felt  that  many  of  the  above  items  could  be  completed 
in  short  order  without  too  much  financial  expense.  How- 
ever, the  major  problems  should  be  given  serious  thought 
as  to  their  completion  being  done  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  fire  prevention  it  is  unfortunate  that  there  is  no  way 
statistics  can  be  had  as  to  the  number  of  lives  saved  from 
death  by  fire  and,  therefore,  we  feel  there  is  no  monetary 
value  on  the  life  of  a  human  being,  and  it  is  hoped  that  you 
and  your  members  of  the  Boscawen  School  Board  will  feel 
free  to  call  upon  the  office  of  the  Fire  Marshal  through  my- 
self to  work  with  you  in  any  way  possible  for  safer  schools 
in  your  town  and  for  fire  safety. 

A  reinspection  will  be  made  in  the  future. 

The  ideal  situation  would  be  to  also  completely  si)rinkler 
system  the  two  schools.

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CHAPTER  276— NEW  HAMPSHIRE  LAWS  OF  1949 

AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  FIRE  RESISTANT 

HALLWAYS  AND  STAIRWAYS 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  convened : 

1.  CERTAIN  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS.  Amend  chapter 
176  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  following  new  sections : 

22.  HALLWAYS  AND  STAIRWAYS.  Inflam- 
mable surfaces  of  all  common  or  public  stairways  or 
hallways,  excepting  stairway  landings,  treads,  risers, 
and  mopboards  and  hallway  floors  and  mopboards,  in 
buildings  under  section  7,  not  excepted  under  section  10 
of  this  chapter,  shall  be  completely  covered  by  flame- 
proof or  fire  resistant  covering.  These  coverings  may 
be  of  paint,  plaster,  cloth,  paper  or  other  materials,  but 
none  shall  be  considered  satisfactory  unless  approved 
by  the  State  Fire  Marshal.  Repairs  or  alterations  neces- 
sary to  have  buildings  comply  with  these  regulations  as 
to  hallways,  shall  be  completed  by  January  1,  1951,  as 
to  stairways  by  July  1,  1950.  In  case  of  hardship,  fur- 
ther extensions,  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  one  year,  may 
be  granted  in  towns  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  in 
cities  by  the  Fire  Marshal  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor. 

23.  VIOLATIONS.  In  addition  to  the  penalty 
provided  in  section  21  in  case  of  fire  resulting  in  loss  of 
life  or  personal  injury  in  buildings  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  section  22,  said  violations  shall  be  presumed 
to  be  the  cause  of  said  loss  of  life  or  personal  injury 
unless  said  presumption  is  successfully  rebuttted  by  evi- 
dence to  the  contrary. 

2.  TAKES  EFFECT.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

(Approved  July  6,  1949.)

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WATER  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 


We  are  glad  to  say  that,  in  1956,  we  were  able  to  com- 
plete the  program  as  outlined  in  our  last  year's  report. 
There  is  now  a  new  eight-inch  main  branching  from  the 
D.  W.  Highway  and  going  through  Jackson  and  Tremont 
Streets  direct  to  the  Tannery.  This  line  is  further  strength- 
ed  by  a  six-inch  line  flowing  into  it  from  Gage  Street,  as 
planned. 

In  1957  it  is  our  hope  to  relay  the  main  on  Water  Street 
from  the  foot  of  Tremont  Street  hill  to  the  river  crossing 
near  the  D.  W.  Highway,  a  distance  of  about  two  thousand 
feet.  Part  of  the  pipe  for  this  job  is  already  bought  and 
paid  for..  This  will  complete  the  supply  lines  to  the  tan- 
nery and  in  the  event  of  any  trouble  in  one  of  these  lines  in 
the  future,  the  other  supply  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  its 
needs.  In  addition  to  the  Water  Street  job,  we  intend  toi 
start  replacing  the  old  wooden  mains  on  some  of  the  side 
streets  west  of  the  D.  W.  highway.  Just  where  and  how 
much  can  be  done  on  this  will  be  determined  by  further 
studies  of  maintenance  costs  after  the  spring  thaws.  We 
hope  this  can  be  done  without  any  increase  in  our  present 
tax  rate,  which  has  dropped  $4.20  per  thousand  from  the 
high  of  1954. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  furnish  better  fire  protection  in; 
the  vicinity  of  Colby's  saw  mill  on  High  Street  by  the  in- 
stallation of  an  added  hydrant  which  has  been  needed  fo*" 
some  time. 

We  want,  publicly  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  tax 
collector,  Sumner  Marshall,  for  his  prompt  and  regular  re- 
mittance of  taxes  as  received  by  him.  This  has  been  most 
helpful  to  our  treasurer  in  meeting  current  bills. 

Before  too  long,  it  will  probably  be  necessary  to  repaint 
our  water  tank  on  Queen  Street. 
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The  trench  digger,  purchased  last  year,  has  proved  to  be 
a  very-  good  investment  for  the  precinct,  enabHng  us  to  keep 
down  construction  costs  and  bringing  us  a  substantial  sum 
from  outside  sources.
